WHICH ALLOWS UNLICENSED COMMUNICATIONS ON SEVERAL FREQUENCIES, THAT COUNTRY 
IS THE UNITED STATES OF AMBRICA, HOWEVER, PART 15 OF THE FCC REGULATIONS

(EXCLUDING LOADING COILS AND GROUND RADIALS). IN PLAIN TERMS, THAT MEANS 
UNRESTRICTED SHORT RANGE COMMUNICATIONS BY ANY MODE AND YOU USE ANY CALL 
LETTERS YOU WANT (BUT YOU MUST NOT USE YOUR AMATEUR CALLSIGN). 

IF YOU DON'T HAVE YOUR NOVICE LICENSE YET YOU CAN USE THE BAND FOR CODE 
PRACTICE -- UNLESS IT BECOMES A HAM BANDAT WARC - 79. HERE IN NEW ENGLAND THE 
BAND IS MOST ACTIVE DURING THE WINTER MONTHS ON SATURDAY MORNINGS. DISTANCES 
OF 100 MILES OR MORE ARE POSSIBLE. If IS VERY EASY TO. BUILD A TRANSMITTER 
FOR USE AT SUCH LOW FREQUENCIES (SEE KEN CORNELL'S BOOK) AND RECIEVERS OR 
CONVERTERS ARE READILY AVAILABLE. YOUR HOME-BREW TRANSMITTER SHOUD BEAR THE 
FOLLOWING DECLARATION: I HAVE CONSTRUCTED THIS DEVICE FOR MY OWN USE. I 
HAVE TESTED IT AND CERTIFY THAT IT COMPLIES WITH THE APPLICABLE REGULATIONS 
OF_RCC. RULES. PART -15.--A- GOPY.OF -MY-- MEASUREMENTS—I.S--IN--MY--ROSSESION-AND-IS - 
AVAILABLE FOR INSPECTION. (ADD YOUR SIGNATURE AND DATE). 

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS VARY LITTLE AT LOW FREQUENCIES AND THE BACK- 
GROUND NOISE IS LEAST DURING THE WINTER. DIMMERS MAY CAUSE UNPLEASANT NOISES, 
THEREFOR THE ADDITION OF A CW FILTER IS VERY USEFUL WHEN COPYING CODE. YOU
